The Quill of a Feather is altoge- x 
deer firm and light. It is firm, in order to cleave the 
Air with a proper Force: It is light and hollow in 
Proportion to its Growth, that the Bird may not be 
whelm'd downwards inſtead of being raiſed aloft. In a 
Word, this hollow Quill poſſeſſes a great deal of Surface 3 
with little Gravity, which places the Bird almoſt in x- 


quilibrium with the Air. The Feathers are inverted be- "i 


hind, and laid one over another in a regular Order. 
That Part of them which is next to the Body, is furniſh- 
ed with a warm and ſoft Down; and that which is next. 
to the Air, is arrayed with a double Beard, in two

Beards of the other Feather that lies over it. A new 
Rank of leſſer Feathers ſerves as a covering to the Quilly 
of the larger. The Air is excluded from every Fart ; by 
which Means the Impulſe of the Feathers on that Fluid

Bur as this 6 ſo neceſſary in its Conſtituti- 
on, might be frequently incommoded by Rains, the Au- 
thor of Nature has furniſhed Birds with an Expedient 
that renders their Feathers as impenetrable to the Water WW 
as they are, by their Structure, to the Air.“ All Birds WF 
have a Bag filled with Oil, and ſhaped like a Nipple, 

the Situation of which is at the Extremity of their Body. 
This Nipple has ſeveral little Apertures, and when the 
Bird finds her Feathers dry, foiled, diſcontinued by 
Gaps, or ready to be moiſtened, ſhe preſſes this Nipple 


with her Bill, and forces out an Oil or fat Humour re- 
ſerved in the Glands ; and drawing her Bill over the 


greateſt Part of her Feathers ſucceſſively, oils and dreſſes Mi 
them, gives them a Luſtre, and fills up all the Vacancies 
with this viſcous Matter; after which, the Water only 7

out any Fear or Apprehenſion, where they perceive the 
Birds have been before them. 


Wu can we call the Principle that direds every 
kind of Bird to obferve a particular Plan in the Structure 
of its Neſt ; and directs all of the fame ſpeices to Worlæ 
after the ſame Modell? it cannot be Imitation; for

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though you hatch a Cxow under a Hen and never let 
it ſee any of the Works of its own kind, the Neſt it 
makes ſhall be the ſame, to the laying ofa ſtick, with 
all the other Neſts of the ſame Species. It cannot be 
Reaſon ; for were Annimals endued with it to as great 
a Degree as Man, their Buildings would be as Different 
i as ours, According to the Different Conveniencies that 
|| they would propoſe to themſelves. : 
1! Tux does not ſeem any thing in Nature more mi- 
|; ſterious than this principle in Animals which ſeems to 
|! rife, above Reaſon, and yet falls Infinitely ſhort of it, it 
cannot be accounted for by any Properties of matter; and 
at the ſame time works afrer ſo odd a manner, that one 
|| cannot think it the faculty of an Intellectual Being, one 
may therefore look upon it as upon the principle of Gra- 
| eitation in Bodies, which is not to be Explain'd by any 
| known Qualities Inherent in the Bodies themſelves, nor
